ONDON, March 16.— 
St. Patrick's Day fes- 
tivities began to-night 
by the banquet given 
by a number of lead- 
ing Irish societies 
here and in the prin- 
cipal cities through- 
out Great Britain, 
though Monday is the 
day set apart for the 
parades, dalle, eto, 
Many prominent Lib- 
erals and Radical 
members of Parlia- 
ment wore the shamrock as a boutoniere to- 
day in honor of Ireland’s patron saint. 

‘The oldest politician in London has never 
seen Irishmen as enthusiastic as they appear 
to-day, and so hopeful that the long and se- 
vere conflict for Ireland’s right was rap- 
idiy drawing to a close and that 
next St. Patrick's Day Tories would witness a 
happy and contented Ireland in the full pos- 
session of home rule and yet loyal to England. 

IRELAND'S DAY DAWNING. 

Mr. Schnadhorst, the Liberal caucus king,in 
an interview this evening said: ‘‘Irishmen, 
and I may say English Liberals, are certainly 
justified in holding the opinion that Ireland’s 
day is not far off. The events ofthe past few 
weeks bave undoubtedly hastened this event, 
and there are now Tories who speak of the 
fall of thé Government as being probable 
within the next few months. There are not 
two opinions that the present policy of the 
opposition is to press for a dissolution at the 
earliest possible day. Now that Sir Walter 
Bartlelot has publicly shaken hands with 
Mr. Parnell it would be impossible for preju- 
dices against the Irish to run as high as at any 
former period. The possibility and the policy 
of forcing a dissolution are much discussed. 
There is one certain way—that of voting an 
address to Her Majesty, praying for a refer- 
ence to the opinion of the country, but that 18 
barred by the presence ofa hostile minority. 
In London the change in the popular attitude 
toward the Irish claim isso great as to give 
rise to most sanguine hopes of very great al- 
teration. There is another way of compelling 
a dissolution, and that is by advancing this 
claim on every proposal for carrying 
forward the business of Parliament. One 
hears with a redoubled truth that if 200 mem- 
bers of Parliament are satisfied that the coun- 
try will support them in claiming a dissolu- 
tion, they have it in their power to bring 
about such a conclusion. The session hence- 
forth will display great unwillingness on the 
partof the opposition to acknowledge the 
right of Ministers to disregard the altered 
feeling of the country.’’

WORKINGMEN’S DEMANDS. . 


On the 10th of last month deputations o 
women waited simultaneously upon a repre. 
sentative of M. Floquet and upon the prefects 
ot ali the great towns of France to state that 
the workmen were unanimous in 
wishing for * certain improvements 
in their condition. They wanted 
an eight-hour bill and a minimum rate of 
wages—demands that nave frequently deen 
made in the name of labor, It is clear that 
the French workmen have a widespread and 
thorough organization, active throughout 
France, with entire unity of purpose and 
strong enough to be content so long as its 
leaders think fit with the peaceable method 
of deputations. Here, then, is a large and 
formidable class of malcontents whose de- 
mancs can scarcely be approved, and can cer- 
tainly not receive a speedy assent from & 
ministry dependent upon the Chamber. 

There is another very different class of 
malcontents, who are also apt to 
be forgotten. The report was published 
nearly two years ago, and though denied, was 
never shown to be unfounded that a large 
number of general officers had sent a ‘‘Round 
Robin’’ to Gen. Boulanger, asking him to set- 
tle with the Chamber of Deputies in Crom- 
wellian fashion. There may be a professional 
reason for the eagerness of these highly 
placed soldiers. The weapons of the French 
army this moment, to say the least, better 
bear comparison with those of the Germans 
than at any previous time. The various symp- 
toms of the condition of France are perbaps 
enough to show how perilous isthe condition 
of M. Tirard and his friends. 

FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 

In Paris the financial trouble has been the 
feature of the past fortnight. A krach, as 
Parisians call it, was threatened last week. 
It was averted, some say, solely by the energy 
of M. Rouvier, Minister of Finance, and its ef- 
fect on the bankers. The latter have tried to 
keep thinge quiet all this week. They have 
succeeded in preventinga panic. There has 
been no serious outbreak or collapse. But the 
crisis continues. The ground is undermined, 
An explosion is likely at any moment. 
To-day the shares of the Comptoir 
D’Escompte, the second bank in France, 
suddenly fell from 325 to 250, and dowo again 
to 230, almost out of sigat. Such a drop a 
week ago would have buried the institution. 
Copper shares, which are gradually flickering 
to bankruptcy, tumbled with bank shares, or 
rather tumbled before, for they are the cause 
of ail the trouble. The syndicate of leading 
bankers is again in session to-night seeking 
Ways and means to save the situation. They 
have about come tothe conclusion now that the 
depositors are all paid, to let the Comptoir 
D’Escomte go into liquidation. The copper 
syndicate will then have to take care of itself. 
It is considered impossible for it to dispose of 
its immense stock of metal at prices which 
will enable it to carry out its contracts. No 

Its only 
hope is in help from some of the great bank- 
ers who had a hand in the corner. 

All this time Gen. Boulanger, with folded 
arms, after the manner of Napoleon, regards 
the situation withasmile, feeling that it all 
thakes capital for him.

ITALY’S AKMY AND NAVY. 


Premier Crispi Says Military Expenditare 
Has Reached Its Limit.

EALIZING tbe situ- 
ation in which the 
Government is 
placed Sig. Oriepi, 
® the Italian Premier, 
i bas decided not to 
Yy again bring forward 
the obnoxious por-

in Italy, Hesees no possible chance of the 
deputies conceding a further taxation to pro- 


ture for military objects. On the contrary they 
cry for retrenchment both in the army and 
navy. Theevent is of the first importance. 
It probably means that the struggle 
between the great powers to rival each other 
in the magnitude of their armaments 
is approaching the end. Italy isthe poorest 
of the great States. The southern part of 
Italy resembles Ireland in the absence of all 
material prosperity. Central Italy is little 
better off. The great piain of the Po is a rich 
agricultural region, and one or two of its 
large towns—at any rate Turin, Milan and 
perhaps Bologna—are flourishing centers of 
manufacture or of trade. 

Since the consolidation of Italy into the 
modern Kingdom the Government has directed 
its chief attention to the formation 
of 2 strong army and 

The nevy appeared to 

absolute necessity for a State with so long a 
coast line to defend. The army served as a 
great training school fora nation whose first 
wants were discipline and asense of the na- 
tional unity that had been acquired. But the 
work, in spite of good administration and 
economy, bas been terribly costly, for the 
system of universal compulsory service makes 
a great deduction from the working members 
ofany community, to say nothing of the tax- 
tion that must be paid by the remaining 
workers. 

Signor Crispi, who ig the strongest premier 
Italy nas had for years, and 
the special representative of the 
alliance with Germany and Austria, now 
admits that military expenditure has reached 
its limit in Italy. What win be the 
effect upon the Central Powers and of France? 
The Central Powers may wish to settle the 
issues for which they are armed before théir 
Southern ally is crippled by a reduced ex- 
penditare, The French Government may think 
a favorable opportunity has come to separate 
Italy from the Austro-German combination. 
The French are disposed to feel confident in 
the advantage they derive at the present mo- 
ment from the admitted superiority of their 
new rifie and of their artillery. The cry of-re- 
trenchment in Italy comes at a very awkward 
moment, and may seriously affect the relations 
of the Powers.

An urgent meeting of the 
Association will be held in Montreal at once to 
consider the resignation. Senator McDonald 
is nominally a Liberal in politics but he owes 
his appointmentto the Co ve party, 
which recognized in him a worthy candidate 
for the Upper House. He absolutely 
refuses to speak on the sub- 
ject. It was learned, however, that 
he objects to the action of certain members of 
the Alliance in endeavoring to utilize the or- 
ganization for political purposes instead of 
for what he considers its true object—Christian 
work by the members of the different Pro- 
testant bodies. It is understood also that Mr. 
MacDonald objects tothe proposed action of 
the Alliance in memorializing the Queen 41 
rect on the Jesuit question on the ground that 
it is treating with contempt the representa: 
tives of ber majesty in Canada. 

The cause of the trouble of course has been 
the decision reached by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment not to veto the compensation Dill 
passed by the Quebec Legislature granting the 
Jesuits $400,000 compensation for the alleged 
egal confiscation of their estates by the 
British Government nearly a century ago. 
Neither party in the Dominlon House wants 
to see the matter brought up, but Col. O’ Brien, 
member of Parliament, an extreme Orange- 
man, gave notice of introducing a motion on 
the subject. He ie a Conservative and until 
to-day was inexorable to the threats and en- 
treaties of his party. 

Sir John McDonald threatened to resign 
yesterday and go tothe country on the Jesuit 
question unless Col. O’Brien withdrew his 
resolution on that subject.

people the restoration of the Monarchy of 
July would only be a question of time. But 
he is not liked, and the popular distaste to 
him arises froma variety of reasons. It is 
true that he is a brave, manly, intelli- 
gent gentleman whose elevated character 
and intellectual tastes would add luster 
and dignity to his royalty were he ever calied 
to the throne. But there is a group of circum- 
stances that all tend to make him disliked by 
the French people. In the first place, his 
mother, though a most admirable and noble 
character, was a German, and his cast of feat - 
ures and the cold dignity of his manners are 
far more Teutonic than French. Secondly, 
his wife is half a Spaniard, though his first 
cousin, and presumably more French than 
Spanish, and since the days of the Empress 
Eugenie the French people have hated Span- 
iards. Thirdly, he is haughty and reserved, 
stands much upon the dignity of his royal 
birth, and has not the winning address and 
cordial manners that gain friends for an as- 
pirant to the throne.

THE RAPID TRANSIT BILL 


Among the reasons given for delaying 
action on the Rapid Transit bill the fol- 
lowing objections have been urged: 

First, that the road it proposes is subject 
to the general laws of the State. 

Second, that it is an elevated road only 
over part of its route. 

Third, that it does not make adequate 
provision for grade crossings. 

Fourth, that its route is not located be- 
yond the elevated road terminations. 

The answers to these objections in their 
order are: 

First. There is nothing in the general 
railroad law of the State to divert the 
Rapid Transit Railway from the objects 
specified in its charter. The objection is 
wholly visionary. 

Second. The road is an elevated road as 
far north as Grand avenue on the north 
and Gratiot and Cabanne to the south- 
west, and beyond these points it does not 
matter whether it is elevated or not. The 
main object is to secure rapid transit be- 
tween the business center and the suburbs, 
andas long as this is done on elevated 
tracks there is no objection to the char- 
acter of the suburban extensions. 

Third. The bill provides for more ade- 
quate grade crossings than has ever been 
required from any railroad entering the 
city. 

Fourth. The routes of the suburban ex- 
tensions are as much a matter of indiffer- 
ence as the question of track elevation. 
They cannot be laid out so that they will 
not add to the value of beautiful and de- 
sirable suburban districts now inaccessi- 
ble by any other means. 

The real cbjection to the bill is that 
some of the existing surface roads fear 
that it may offer the publio too great 
facilities. 

Its real merit is that it offers St. Louis 
the impetus and benefit of aspeedy im- 
provement to its resources of travel and 
progress by an acceptable route. The 
need of such an improvement is univer- 
sally acknowledged, its value is not 
questioned; other cities are laughing at 
us for resisting it, and delay in accepting 
it is merely that much loss to the city.

English residents still accuse the German 
post-office attache of intercepting mail matter 
for the benefit of the German Government. 


During a heavy gale on February 1, the 
Capt. 
Peter Cowley, was driven on shore in Apia 
harbor, Samoa, and sank beside the inner 
reel. The United States man-of-war Nipsioc, 
which was lying in the harbor, succeeded 
in rescuing the crew of the barkentine and 
landing them in safety. The wreck 
was afterwards purchased at anction by H. K. 
Moore of Apia. The Constitution was owned 
by Nicholas Richard of San Francisco, and 
was freighted with a general cargo for Apia. 
The Captain and crew of the wrecked vessel 
were brought to this city by the Zealander. 
Similar disasters are reported from other 
parts of the Island among them being the 
wreck of the Schooners Mataula and Tamas- 
ese. 

The German, American and English Consul- 
ates are still guarded. Mataafa is holding a 
strong position and has full faith 
in the support of the United States. 
His difficulty with the Germans 
bas not been adjusted, because he persist- 
ently declines to accept the terms proposed 
by the German Consul. Many of Tamasese s 
followers are joining Mataafa. 

The ex-German officer, Brandies, who was in 
a considerable degree responsible for the 
trouble, left Apia on the last steamer for 
Sydney, and it ls said the German authorities 
have ordered him to Berlin to explain his 
actions in relation to Samoan affairs. 

The impression existe on the Islands that 
Admiral Kimberly has instructions which will 
terminate the uncertainty as tothe course to 
be pursued by the American officials at the 
Islands in case of an emergency. 

The British mwan-of-war Caliope has relieved 
the British man-of-war Royal. There 
ie much rejoicing among the English 
over this change. Capt. 
Hand of the Royal has been very unpopular 
with them because of his lukewarm conduct 
in looking after and protecting their interests. 
There has been much complainton the part of 
the English against Captain Hand.

be words to which 
I respond give rise to 
such Various and im- 
pressive reflections’ that 
I find it difficult to de- 
termine the line of 
theught which should 
be followed. What is 
naturally and obviously 
suggested by the sentiment proposed is a 
country marvelous in its growth and develop- 
ment; great in its power and wealth 
and free in the character of its insti- 


tutions and in the spirit of its people. 
There is also suggested a broad and 
hospitable country which opens its gates to 
the people of all nations who are willing to 
assume the duties of American citizens in ex- 
change for a share in the biessings which God 
has in store for the American people. Nor 
can it be said thatin national selfishness and 
sordid complacency our country is blind to 
the welfare of others. Wherever there exists 
a struggle for freer government and for man’s 
enfranchisement, there will be found the aid 
and sympathy of the people of the United 
States, In this we but follow the promptings 
which our free Constitation inspires and ac- 
knowledged the contribution we have re- 
ceivee from the sturdy men of other lands to 
our population and to every element of our 
greatness. 

In this reunion of our ancient and honor- 
able society reminding us of such contribu- 
tions, and where the value of American citi- 
cenship is fully acknowledged, u is in every 
way fitting and proper that we should mention 
with love and with loyalty ‘The United States.’ 
I have referred to the obvious significance of 
these words as they are related to a great, 
prosperous and free nation. But other nations, 
too, are great; they are prosperous and rich, 
and in a measure they are free. 
‘States’ mean any organized government, 
tyrannical, monarchial or free. It is 


therefore most Important that we do not 
miss the reflection that ‘the United States’ 
alone stand for the one government, always 
free and founded upon human rights and 
equality before the law. Thus is presented 
the unity of our States and the fundamentai 
importance of that unity to all we are and ail 
we hope to De. 

„Our national life is inseparable from this 
Union of the States. Thus was it lapnched 
upon its career among the nations of the 
earth. Its machinery is suited to no other 
condition and ite success depends upon it. 
Whatever might be the achievements of 
separate and disjointed States, nothing but 
the triumph of the United States can fully 
demonstrate in the eyes of the world the suc- 
cess of the American experiment of self-gov- 
ernment.

We should not be content 
with veneration for those who made us a na- 
tion, nor with the sacred and grateful remem- 
brance of those who shed their blood and gave 
their lives for its perpetuation. We, too, owe 
a duty t» the United States. Wecan at least 
teach fraternity and toleration, the sure 
foundations of our unity and of our country’s 
life. It those lessons are firmly established in 
the -hearte of our countrymen we shall, 
to the extent that we aid in this 
consummation, perform the duty re- 
quired of us in our day and genera- 
ation. Let us then cultivate real and genuine 
generosity and fraternal kindness among all 
our people. Let us resolve that no partisan 
exigency shall excuse the creation or keeping 
alive of irritation and jealousy — 2 + — 
ple all charged with the safety, the develop- 
ment andthe trigmph of American institu- 
tions. Our destiny is before us. It can only 
be reached by union and harmony. We are 
not called upon to surrender or jeopardize 
any result in favor of our Union we may have 
gained in its armed  defanse, but 
rather to foster and secure these 
results through the patriotism of 
magnanimity. In the presence of the 
duty God has laid upon us as a nation, it 
should never be forgotten that failure walts 
on dissension and division, and that a grudg- 
ing acknowledgmen of a common brother- 
hood or a halting co-6peration in a common 
patriotic purpose will surely check our na- 
tional progreses. 

In this assemblage where so large a rep- 
resentation is found of the race which in ail 
stages of our national life has done so much 
to make our country great, and whose hearts

who struggling for the biessings w 
are were’ enjoyed their fullest extent, 
know thatany reference to any element of 
our freedom and happiness will meet with a 
heartfelt response.

‘Fifth avenue stated on the day of the hearing

TEE WHOLE SESSION OF THE ILLINOIS LEG- 
ISLATURE VIRTUALLY WASTED. 


Railroad Regulation Bills Treated as Jokes 
—Fish and Game Laws in a Muadie— 
Liquor Laws Stranded—Chicago Despairs 
of Having the State Pay fer Her Sew- 
erage—Stock Yards Measures Hung Up. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiaPatcn. 
SPRINGFIELD, II., March 16. 
UCH might be er- 
pected of a Legis- 
lature that has 
been in session 
nearly ten weeks, 
but very few bills 
of genera! interest 
have passed the 
Senate, and some 
ofthese were of a 
local character 
and were hurried 
through with an 
emergency clause 
as a special favor 
to the members in- 
terested. Some of the others affected only 
certain classes or corporations inthe larger 
cities—as the fremen’s pension fund bill, for 
instance. Indeed,the more important subjects 
on which it is proposed to legislate at this 
session have scarcely been touched. The 
usual number of ‘‘buncomb’’ bills have been 
introduced, and the majority of them have 
been put out of the way. 

Mr. Fuller sent in three bills the second week 
of the session, ostensibly to crush railroad 
corporations and purify the Legislature by ro- 
ducing railroad fare to 2cents per mile, pro- 
hibiting the acceptance of railway passes by 
legislators and ‘‘prohibiting the bribery of 
railway officials,*’ but they were treated by 
the committee simply as a good joke, 
though a rather mature one, and 
were killed with little ceremony. Sev- 
eral other bills of a similar character 
whose authors never wanted them to pass and 
neveronce dreamed that they would, have 
been likewise put to sleep. The Stephenson 
resolution in regard to 2-cent railroad fare— 
which was undoubtedly introduced in all sin- 
cerity—caused along and thorough investiga- 
tion, which led to an adverse reporton the 
resolution, and with this the questiongof 
cheaper railroad fare probably drops. 

There seems to be a determination to amend 
the fish and game laws, and several hundred 
petitions have been sent in on these subjects.

The 
bill, like the ill - fated 
dill, fixes an iron - clad 
schedule of maximum rates for stock-yards, 
and even a large portion of the farmer mem- 
bers have conciuded that itis the wrong kind 
of a bill. The Paddock-Secrest bill, which 
places the stock-yards under the control of 
the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
miseion, have much the greater 
number of supporters. But well- 
founded doubts are entertained that there will 
be any stock yards legisiation at all. Many of 
the country members, after privately inves- 
tigating the subject, find, they say, that no 
State inthe Union has a better or cheaper 
stock- yards service than Illinois, 
and few them half so good 
or cheap, and they have  conciud- 
ed to let well enough alone. 
The Cook County members are naturally o 
posed to any sort of interference with the 
stock yards, and they will not support any 
kind of a bill on the subject, unless they can 
be whipped into it between now and the 1ith 
of April, through a foriorn hope of receiving 
a few granger votes for the drainage bill. But 
even then the rapidly developing opposition 
to stock yards legisiation will probably defeat 
the Paddock-Secrest bill and any other on the 
subject. 

Opinion on the Chicago drainage bill is in a 
chaotic state. There is no point in connec- 
tion with the subject on which there is abso- 
lute unanimity of opinion. There is one fact, 
however, which few dispute: The 
Chicago members are greatly dis- 
couraged over the outlook. Not one of them 
had expected the postponement to April 11, 
which was secured by the opposition the 
other day. There is general disagreement as 
to the significance of this postponement, but 
the Chicago members still have left a faint 
epark of hope. Several Senators wers inter- 
viewed yesterday as to the feeling in 
the upper branch of the Legislature, 
where the Dill has not yet deen 
under consideration.

NOTES FROM LEADVILLE. 


A St. Louis Dividend-Payer—News From the 
Adams. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-Disrarcn. 
LEaPVILLe, Colo., March l4.—Like the Mi- 
kado, there ig another dividend-paying mine 
in Leadville which is largely Owned by St. 
Louis people, about which only casual men- 
tion has been made. This is the Antioch. The 
shares of the Antioch Mining & Milling Co. 
are owned in Leadville, Chicago and St. Louis, 
Messrs. Chapman and Leighton of the latter 


city having a large block of them. The An- 
tioch isa goid mine, being the only one in 
ville. Itis the largest gold mine in Colo- 
rado, and seems destined me one of 
the largest in America. The body of ore which 
has been opened in it is simply enormous. 
The vein is more than 150 feet wide, and only 
one wall has yet been reached; on its strike 
it has been opened for several hun- 
dred feet, and on its dip, some 200 feet. It is 
estimated that there is now in sight in the 
mine from 500,000 to 1,000,000 tons of ore. The 
ore is of low grade, averaging — about 54 
per ton, but the ore of the famous Homestake 
mine fn the Black Hills of Dakota only aver- 
ages about . 50 per ton. The Antioch ore is 
as free milling as any gold ore can be, and 80 
far there is not the slightest sign of its becom- 
ing baser with depth. Connected with the 
mine by a gravity tramway, 1,600 feet iong, is 
the stamp mill, having batteries of five 
stamps each. The Antioch mill was built a 
ligtle more than one year ago, and is con- 
sidered the finest mill in Colorado. Every 
day, eighty tons of ore are stamped and 
amalgamated in it. From 8 to & 
per centofthe gold in the ore is saved. It 
costs about 75 cents per ton to 
mill the ore, and 75 cents to mine and deliver 
it. Nowhere in all Colorado is ore mined so 
cheaply as atthe Antioch. The ore is worked 
at a prefit of about $2 to dividends of about 
$60, per annum. The capacity of the mill 
will probably be doubled during the present 
ear, and the profits will be doubled also. It 
s only the comparatively small mill which 
now prevents the Antioch from being one of 
the greatest producing gold mines in Col- 

orado. 

WORK ON THE ADAMS. 

The Adams concentrating mili, on Carbon- 
ate Hill, has now been put in operation again, 
and this time will run regularly, day and 
night.

the principal theaters in the United States. 

Yet such isthe sober fact, and Mrs. Waiters 

to day recalls the affair and tells the story of 

that awful night in a manner which cannot 

tall to thoroughly captivate the listener—nay, 

almost bring to him the realization of an 

event which must have Impressed upon all 

those whosawit a memory which the years 
can never efface. 

It was during the stormy period of the late 

unpleasantness’’ that Mrs. Walters found 

herself tn the then radiant city of New Orleans. 


The year was that of 1863—one of the most 
eventful of the Civil war—when the minds of 
men and women (particularly the men and 
women who happened to be in the South at 
the time) were at a tension which nothing 
buta state of affairs such as was then existent 
can produce. 
THE AFFAIR, 

in which Mrs. Walters was the principal actor, 
is one 2 of historic note, but which, like 
others of its kind, will probably never reach 
other annal than that of newspaper record. 
The manner in which the lady told 
the story to a Post-DISPATOH reporter 
n in the parlor of the St. James 

otel, cannot’ be reproduced in cold type. 
She told it dramatically, and threw her whole 
soul into the recital. The best thet can be 
done is to let her tell the tale herself, minus 
the expression, attitude, modulation and 
other personal emphasis and embellishment 
which came quite naturally to her as the story 
grew upon ber, 

MRS. WALTERS’ STORY. 

It was in 18883, she said, that our com- 
pany, under the management of Ben De Bar, 
who will be remembered by St. Louisans asa 
dear old man, was closing the season in New 
Orleans. We were playing a fine spectacular 
piece called ‘The seven Sisters.’ At that 
time Gen. Ben Butler was occupy- 
ing the city and was in command of 
the army there. In the play there 
was a number of young ladies, of whom I was 
the chief, who, in the garb of Zouaves, exe- 
cuted a pretty drill or march. The costumes 
they wore were composed of red, white and 
red stripes—rather gaudy, to be sure, but still 
very pretty. We were playing at the St. Charlies 
Theater and the first few nights drew splendid 
crowds. Everybody in the city came to see 
us. In the play, you know, the young ladies 
executed their little arill and then stood to 
one side, while I wentto the front and sang 
the song, ‘Rally Round the Flag, Boys, Rall 
Once Again,’ etc. The song was received with 
semi-approbation, for you must understand 
that the audiences were mixed and there 
were a great many rebels in the crowd.

Wicarra, Kan., March 16.—To-day near 
noon, Troop G of the Fifth Cavalry arrived at 
Oklahoma station from Fort Reno under com- 
mand of Lieut. John Carson. The boomers 
having deen advised of the expected 
arrival the night before, were 
in a demoralized state and fied to 


the woods and under bushes to conceal them- 
selves. The scouts, however, managed to 
find several hundred of them and rounding 
them up, drove before them men, women, 
children, teams, horseback and afoot. Those 
who resisted were taken with force. The 
dugouts and tents were torn down, 
houses burned, claim foundations 
and marks torn up and obliterated. 
The body thus gathered are now being 
taken north ta the Kansas line, while 
Capt. Hays in command of K Ii vop is march- 
ing from Kansas southward, intending to take 
the boomers that fall into the power of his 
scouts tothe Texas line. The wildest excite- 
ment prevails, and serious trouble is antici- 
pated before the soldiers have completed their 
work. Hill is reported to have deen arrested. 
The others of the boomers will be taken to the 
line and discharged and their property per- 
haps confiscated.

N the Criminal Court yester- 

day afternoon five years in 

the Penitentiary was the 

punishment assessed by the 

jury in the case of Robert 

Terry, tried for attempting 

to defraud the United States 

Benevolent Fraternity out of 

$5,000 insurance money. The 

a — ‘State’s case closed at 1:30 p.m. 
and a recess was then taken for dinner. When 
court reconvened the defense stated that they 
had determined to present no testimony and 
would submit the case without argument. 
The State agreed to the submission of the case 
without argument, and after receiving the in- 
structions of the Court the jury retired to de- 
liberate on a verdict. This was at 
2:40 p. m., and at 3:30 p. m. they 
brought in thelr verdict. It found 
Terry guilty and assessed his punishment at 
five years in the penitentiary as stated. The

No. 16 of the 
United States Benevolent Fraternity 's 
incorporated, whereas the proof showed 
it was not, Again, it only set forth the United 
States Benevolent Fraternity in the indict- 
ment, when it should have been the Supreme 
Council of the United States Benevolent Fra- 
ternity. Then there have been numerous 
errors made by the Court in admitting irrele- 
vant and illegal testimony.’’ 

THE OTHER SIDE.
